Some 150.000 more reservists 
would be dropped into a matv 
power pool to be tapped for 
reinforcements in emergencies. 
As a practical matter, th e Or­ 
ganized Army Reserve would 
cease to ex ist. 
Backup 
for 
th e 
16-division 
regular Army would be concen­ 
trated in an ex panded 550,000- 
man National Guard. 
Th e key note is readiness. 
All guard units would be built 
into well-eq uipped, well-drilled 
outfits in condition to be used 
with in 60 day s or so of th eir call 
for cold war or limited war 
crises. 
To th is end, 21 low-priority , 
under 
strength 
and 
under­ 
eq uipped National Guard and 
Reserve 
divisions 
would 
be 
abolish ed and reconstituted as 
h igh 
priority , 
reinforced bri­ 
gades with in th e Guard. 
It is estimated th at about $100 
million can be saved in th e first 
y ear, eventually perh aps up to 
$250 million annually .

No Hoover Apolog y lo Dr. 
King 


DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON - More details have now 
leaked out reg arding the dramatic talk be­ 
tween 1. Edg ar Hoover and the man he 
called “ The most notorious liar in the 
country.” 
As 
previously 
reported, 
the 
meeting , 
which beg an ai 3:30 p.m., was amicable, 
and lasted so long —with Hoover doing most 
of the talking —that Dr. Martin Luther King 
almost missed his 5 p.m. plane to Atlanta. 
An aide had to phone to ask that trie plane 
be held for five minutes. 
Most surprising statement made by the 
FBI Chief to the Neg ro leader was this 
advice: “ What you need to do is educate 
the Neg ro and g et him to vote.” 
Dr. King and his associates who attend­ 
ed the meeting were so flabberg asted that 
they didn't come hack at Hoover to re­ 
mind him that the drive to reg ister and 
\ote was the whole reason why Neg roes 
has been beaten and brutalized in some 
sections of the South. 
Hoover made no apolog y to Dr. King for 
bis famous statement at his Women's Press 
conference calling King a liar, thoug h King 
g ave him an opening . He told Hoover that 
at no time had he made the statement 
attributed to him criticizing FBI ag ents for 
being derelict in their duties because of 
their southern backg round 
However. Hoover was quite eloquent and 
convincing reg arding his description of the 
FBI's problems in the South, and g ave the 
Neg ro leaders the definite impression that 
he was sincere and determined leg arding 
future policy. He told Dr. King that if there 
were any instances of failure by FBI ag ents, 
to bring them to his attention and he would 
act immediately. 
The FBI’s Problems 
Hoover also listed some of Che problems 
which the FBI faces in the deep South. 
The No. 1 problem, he said, is the dif­ 
ficulty of g etting juries to convict. He cited 
the murder of Lt. Col. Lemuel Penn, the 
reserve officer killed while traveling trom 
military duty In Georg ia. The evidence 
ag ainst the murderers, Hoover said, was 
overwhelming , yet a jury had tailed to 
convict. 
The No. 2 problem. Hoover said, is that 
of Southern law enforcement officers. Some­ 
times they themselves have been respon­ 
sible for beating s and even murders. He 


Rig hts 
cited 
the murder of three Civil 
workers m one Mississippi town. 
Hoover said he knew the kind of treachery 
of which some local officers were g uilty, 
and understood the g laring injustice done 
to Neg roes in some parts of the South. 


Hoover kept reminding Dr. King that the 
FBI is only an investig ative ag ency, that 
it has no police power beyond that. 


Note — My own investig ation in MeComb, 
Miss., showed that frequently FBI ag ents 
arrived at the police station immediately 
after a local bombing and were more alert 
than local officials in wanting to g et to 
the scene of the explosions. In Jackson. 
Miss., Roy K. Moore, the FBI ag ent in 
charg e, has undertaken an unofficial but 
energ etic campaig n to make people under­ 
stand the oblig ations of law enforcement. 


The Neg ro's One Hope 
Dr King , in turn, emphasized to the FBI 
chief that the Neg ro’s one ray of hope is 
the Federal Government. In State courts, 
the Neg ro can't expect to g et justice, hut 
the Federal Government is the Neg ro’s one 
hope of combating despair. 
“ The Federal Government is the one 
thing that keeps the fires of hope burning .” 
King said. 
Therefore, the FBI — The Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investig ation — representing as it 
does the Federal Government, is a symbol 
of fairness, King explained When the Neg ro 
talked of the FBI he had said, in the past: 
“ Now we are g oing to g et results.” 
But today, said Dr. King , we have some­ 
times wondered whether the FBI was with 
us. 
Hoover seemed to think that recent criti­ 
cism by Neg roes was a personal attack on 
him. 
During 
the 
conversation. 
Hoover 
also 
seemed inclined to lump all Neg roes to­ 
g ether. didn’t differentiate between radical 
trouble-makers and the responsible nonvio­ 
lent g roups, such as the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference headed by Dr. King . 
While he made it clear that he under­ 
stood what a wilderness the deep South is 
when it comes to law enforcement, he also 
made it clear that he has no g reat under­ 
standing of what the Civil Rig hts strug g le 
is all about. 
In brief. Hoover appeared to his callers 
as a g reat cop but not a humanitarian.
